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A MAGNIFICENT  SERIES  OF  FIVE 


BRUSSELS  PASTORAL  TAPESTRIES 

By  Jakob  van  der  Borght  and  Others 


The  following  superb  series  of  silk-woven  verdure  tapestries  with 
personages  was  executed  in  Brussels  by  the  celebrated  weaver  Jakob 
van  der  Borght,  in  collaboration  with  Daniel  Abbeloos.  Dr.  H.  Gobel, 
who  describes  and  illustrates  the  largest  hanging  of  the  series,  ascribes 
them  to  the  beginning  of  the  eighteenth  century,  but  a more  likely 
date  is  the  decade  1690-1700,  as  indicated  by  the  rich  floral  borders 
and  by  the  cooperation  of  Abbeloos. 

Jakob  van  der  Borght,  of  the  great  family  of  Brussels  weavers,  which 
was  active  from  the  beginning  of  the  seventeenth  to  the  end  of  the 
eighteenth  century,  was  privileged  master  in  1676,  and  married 
Johanna  van  der  Brugge.  His  firm  was  closely  associated  with  that 
of  Hieronymus  le  Clerck;  among  their  most  notable  joint  productions 
were  the  armorial  tapestries  from  the  cartoons  of  David  Teniers  III. 
Jakob  was  also  assisted  by  his  sons  Gaspar,  Franz,  and  Pieter;  and 
the  initials  D A upon  one  of  the  present  hangings  apparently  indi- 
cate the  collaboration  of  the  little  known  master  Daniel  Abbeloos, 
who  was  privileged  in  1663.  Important  productions  of  the  ateliers 
of  Jakob  van  der  Borght  include  genre  scenes  after  Teniers  and  Van 
Orley,  the  Story  of  Achilles , Ovid’s  Metamorphoses , and  many  other 
significant  groups. 

The  subjects  of  the  present  series  exhibit  uniformly  an  exquisite 
landscape  with  small  pastoral  figures.  The  weave  is  unusually  fine 
and  the  beautiful  borders  exhibit  a wealth  of  coloring;  all  of  the  hang- 
ings are  in  exceptional  state  of  preservation. 
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i.  Brussels  Silk-Woven  Tapestry 

Jakob  van  der  Borght , circa  1700 
Venus  and  adonis.  The  tapestry  depicts  an  exquisite  landscape, 
with  a reed-fringed  stream  winding  through  the  middle  distance  be- 
tween wrooded  banks  beyond  which  appear  two  towns,  one  upon  the 
crown  of  a hill.  In  the  foreground  tall  trees  at  left  and  right  form 
curtains  of  green  and  yellow  verdure;  at  their  foot  straggle  flowering 
peony  plants  and  other  blossoms,  which  surround  a little  glade  of 
brown  earth.  Here  the  goddess,  in  blue  robes  and  rose  cloak  and 
accompanied  by  a hound,  is  receiving  a spear  from  the  youth,  who 
wears  corium  armor  and  a gold-fringed  crimson  cloak.  Superb  bor- 
/ 3 0 0 ' der,  particolored  in  brown  and  canary  yellow,  and  woven  with  a con- 
tinuous frame  of  roses,  peonies,  convolvulus,  carnations,  narcissus, 
and  other  garden  flowers  in  brilliant  naturalistic  colors,  with  green 
and  blue  foliage;  at  the  centre  of  the  lower  border  is  a bronze  urn 
filled  to  overflowing  with  flowers.  The  whole  is  closely  wroven  in  the 
finest  wools  with  rich  highlights  of  silk.  Signed  at  lower  right  in  the 
selvage  with  initials  1.  v.  D.  B.,  and  with  Brussels  mark  B B and  shield.

2.  Brussels  Silk-Woven  Tapestry  Jakob  van  der  Borglit,  circa  1700 
Narcissus  as  huntsman.  Rolling  wooded  country  with  a cluster 
of  fortified  buildings  in  the  right  middle  distance,  the  whole  framed 
by  tall  trees  at  left  and  right.  In  the  foreground  the  youth,  in  golden 
corselet  and  crimson  cloak,  his  spear  Hung  aside,  leans  against  a grassy 
q q knoll  gazing  into  a pool;  his  three  hounds  wander  about  the  glade. 
Fine  border  en  suite  with  the  preceding.  Signed  in  lower  selvage  with

Vertumnus  as  an  old  woman,  and  pomona.  View  of  a formal 
garden  with  fountains  spouting  at  left  and  right  into  ornamental 
pools,  beyond  which  is  a sheet  of  water  reflecting  the  walls  of  a 
chateau.  The  Italian  gardens  open  at  the  left  in  the  shade  of  a 
cluster  of  cypresses.  In  the  foreground,  the  youth,  disguised  as  an 
old  woman  with  old  rose  gown  and  golden  yellow  cloak,  approaches 
the  maiden,  who  wears  a pale  golden  dress  and  blue  surcoat,  and 
leans  upon  a spade.  Around  them  are  hedges  blossoming  with  white 
roses,  and  at  upper  left  and  right  orange  and  apple  trees  heavy  with 
glowing  fruit.

Cephalus  and  procris.  Looking  through  the  tall  trees  at  left  and 
right  which  frame  the  scene,  the  view  is  of  a mill  and  old  stone  bridge 
crossing  a broad  river  in  the  middle  distance,  its  banks  lined  with 
trees;  still  farther  off  appears  rising  country  in  the  sunlight.  In  the 
foreground  stands  the  youth  in  corselet  and  flying  crimson  cloak,  car- 
rying a bow;  he  looks  towards  the  maiden,  who  lies  half-concealed 
under  the  huge  bluish  leaves  of  a flowering  plant  at  the  lower  left. 
Fine  border  en  suite  with  the  preceding.  Signed  in  lower  selvage  with 
initials  D.  A.,  and  with  Brussels  mark  B B and  shield.

Jakob  van  der  Borght  {or  Daniel  Abbeloos) , circa  1700 
Jupiter  and  10.  Framed  in  a rich  curtain  of  deep  green  and  yellow 
foliage  is  a sunlit  vista  of  a waterfall  cascading  into  a rippling  stream 
beyond  which  is  a stone  turret  and  an  arched  bridge.  In  the  fore- 
ground is  a bearded  Jupiter,  crowned,  and  half  wrapped  in  a brilliant 
crimson  mantle,  a sheaf  of  thunderbolts  grasped  in  one  hand ; his  other 
is  extended  to  Juno,  in  blue  robe  and  saffron  mantle,  holding  the  horn 
of  the  white  heifer,  the  metamorphosed  Io,  standing  beside  a flowery 
shrub  at  the  right.  Fine  border  en  suite  with  the  preceding,  but  lack- 
ing the  urn  of  flowers.  The  length  of  the  tapestry  has  been  reduced 
at  the  right.  Unsigned,  hut  presumably  by  Jakob  van  der  Borght  or

Depicting  a garden,  with  a young  woman  in  tan  and  rose  gown  with 
a watering  can  standing  beside  a bronze  urn  of  red  carnations,  an- 
other woman  approaching  from  the  right  with  a basket  upon  her 
head.  Beyond  is  a fruit  tree,  and  a sunlit  copse  behind  a trellised 
balustrade.  Shaded  brown  border  of  red  cabochons  and  leaf  scrolls, 
interspersed  with  clusters  of  flowers.  ( Donahue )

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7.  Rare  Brussels  Silk-Woven  Tapestry 

Pieter  van  den  Hecke,  circa  1710 
The  marriage  of  psyche.  The  gods  are  grouped  around  an  altar 
on  Mount  Olympus,  Aphrodite  in  blue  and  crimson  cloak  descending 
from  her  swan  chariot,  Hera  in  green  robes  and  rose  scarf  and 
attended  by  her  peacock  looking  down  from  above  her,  and  balanced 
by  the  figure  of  Jupiter  wrapped  in  a flying  drapery  and  grasping 
his  thunderbolts;  while  at  lower  left  the  chariot  of  Neptune  emerges 
from  the  ocean.  The  gods  surround  a group  of  three  figures:  Love 
in  blue  robe  and  holding  a torch,  before  whom  is  the  winged  Cupid 
in  crimson  robes  plighting  his  troth  to  Psyche  in  white  gown  and  rose 
cloak,  stretching  out  her  hand  above  the  sacred  flame.  A tree  spreads 
q q*~  its  branches  over  their  heads,  and  on  the  sward  about  their  feet  are 
flowering  plants.  Narrow  border  of  spiraled  ribbon  motives  in  brown- 
ish red  shading  to  yellow.  Signed  in  foreground  P.  VAN  DEN  HECKE, 
and  with  Brussels  mark  B B and  shield.  Woven  in  fine  wools  in 
an  unusually  rich  variety  of  colors  with  lavish  highlights  of  silk.

Note:  Pieter,  the  son  of  Jan  Franz  van  den  Hecke,  was  a member 
of  one  of  the  most  famous  families  of  Brussels  weavers,  and  became  twice 
dean  of  his  Guild,  in  1703  and  1711;  he  was  in  partnership  with  his 
brother  Franz  after  the  death  of  their  father,  and  worked  at  the  corner 
of  the  Haute  rue  opposite  the  Capucines,  where  the  family  had  been 
located  since  169+.  Gobel  {op.  cit.  p.  361)  describes  a tapestry  in  the 
collection  of  F.  F.  Utheman  of  St.  Petersburg,  which  closely  resembles  the 
present  example,  and  indeed  is  probably  the  same  hanging.  Important 
series  executed  by  the  atelier  of  Pieter  van  den  Hecke  include  the  Story  of 
Don  Quixote,  the  Tenture  ties  Indes,  and  the  Pleasures  of  the  Universe. 
Pieter  died  in  1752.  See  H.  Gobel,  W andteppiche,  1923,  I,  Vol.  I,  pp.

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Flemish  Late  Gothic  Tapestry  Circa  1535 

At  the  left  stands  the  figure  of  a regal  youth  in  armor,  with  buff 
surcoat,  leaning  on  a shield  and  surrounded  by  four  councillors,  robeci 
in  blue  and  green;  behind  them  appears  a columneci  portico  and  a 
high  wall.  At  the  right  kneel  two  laciies  robed  in  blue,  green,  and 
fawn,  presenting  helmet,  sword,  and  cordon,  and  attended  by  two 
companions  in  blue  cloaks.  Behind  them  again  at  the  extreme  right 
is  a niche  with  the  gilded  statue  of  St.  Sebastian,  flanked  by  two  pricket 
candlesticks,  upon  an  altar.  In  the  middle  is  a prospect  of  rolling 
country  with  trees  and  a chateau.  Woven  in  wools  of  choice  quality.

Depicting  a charming  landscape  with  wrooded  country  in  the  middle 
distance,  and  beyond,  a town  at  the  foot  of  a hill,  crowmed  by  a 
chateau.  In  the  foreground,  a shepherd  in  red  cap  and  blue  cloak  is 
playing  a flageolet,  a second  reclining  on  the  grass  beside  his  sheep, 
listening  to  his  companion’s  music.  Above  him  tower  trees  with  rich 
bluish  green  verdure.  Blue  columnar  border  entwined  w7ith  golden 
ribbon  motives  and  acanthus  leaves,  with  shell  cartouches  at  the 
corners.  The  tapestry  has  been  slightly  reduced  in  size,  and  repaired. 
Signed  at  lower  right  LA  VEVVE.  de  g.  werniers,  together  with  the 
Lille  town  mark.  ( Meurer )

Note:  Willem  (Guillaume)  Werniers  was  the  most  famous  of  the 
Lille  tapestry  weavers,  and  was  the  son-in-law  and  successor  of  Jan 
de  Melter.  His  atelier  comprised  about  seventy-five  workers;  was  carried 
on  after  his  death  in  1738  by  his  w’idow  ( nee  Katharina  Ghuys),  and 
was,  indeed,  active  until  the  year  1778.  The  manufactory  was  notable 
for  its  ‘Teniers’  scenes  and  its  fine  verdures.

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10.  Louis  XV  Aubusson  Tapestry  Early  XV 111  Century 

Vista  of  a formal  garden  with  a balustraded  terrace  and  an  orna- 
mental pool  in  which  a fountain  is  playing,  before  a sunlit  arcade 
and  the  facade  of  a chateau;  at  right,  a tall  cascading  fountain.  Ap- 
proaching the  foreground  are  three  figures,  a countryman  in  red  tunic 
carrying  a wicker  cage,  a woman  beside  him  bearing  a pitcher  on 
her  head,  and  behind  them  another  carrying  vegetables  in  her  apron, 
and  a basket  of  eggs  upon  her  head.  Shaded  tan  border  of  shell 
ornaments,  separated  by  crossed  ribbons.  ( Donahue )

Geometry.  Upon  the  terrace  of  a marble  palace,  hung  with  old 
gold  draperies,  is  seated  a turbaned  and  crowned  monarch  wearing 
a golden  cloak  and  graving  upon  a stone  tablet;  before  him  is  a table 
with  globes,  inkwell,  and  books  on  geometry,  others  of  which  are 
scattered  at  his  feet.  At  the  left  are  three  other  bearded  geometers, 
robed  in  blue,  green,  and  tan,  disputing  earnestly  with  him.  Fine 
border  on  three  sides,  woven  writh  urns  of  colorful  flowers,  together 
with  swags  of  blossoms  and  green  leafage,  tied  with  bowknots  and 
supported  by  putti  and  caryatids;  the  upper  border  centered  with  a 
sapphire  cabochon  cartouche.  ( Aleurer )

2.  The  Galleries  has  exercised  reasonable  care  to  catalogue  and  describe  cor- 
rectly the  property  to  be  sold,  but  it  does  not  warrant  the  correctness  of  descrip- 
tion, genuineness,  authenticity  or  condition  of  said  property. 

3.  Unless  otherwise  announced  by  the  auctioneer  at  the  time  of  sale,  all  bids 
are  to  be  for  a single  article  even  though  more  than  one  article  is  included  un- 
der a numbered  item  in  the  catalogue.  If,  however,  the  articles  under  any  one 
numbered  item  are  designated  as  a “Lot”  then  bids  are  to  be  for  the  lot  ir- 
respective of  the  number  of  articles  described  in  such  item. 

4.  The  highest  bidder  accepted  by  the  auctioneer  shall  be  the  buyer.  In  the 
event  of  any  dispute  between  bidders,  the  auctioneer  may,  in  his  discretion, 
determine  who  is  the  successful  bidder,  and  his  decision  shall  be  final;  or  the 
auctioneer  may  reoffer  and  resell  the  article  in  dispute. 

5.  Any  bid  which  is  not  commensurate  with  the  value  of  the  article  offered, 
or  which  is  merely  a nominal  or  fractional  advance  over  the  previous  bid,  may 
be  rejected  by  the  auctioneer,  in  his  discretion,  if  in  his  judgment  such  bid 
would  be  likely  to  affect  the  sale  injuriously.
